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Reader at Naples. This man was a Canon reqd 1 
gular (as they call them) aman ſince then offill 
guar name for his ſingular - knowledg infke 
znriftian religion, his godly manners and be hi 
haviours,and for his ſweat and copious teachJith 
ing ; for he afterwards caltingg, away hisFric 
Monks Cowle, and renouncing the ſuperſtiri-fhe 
ons of Popery, he ſhon ſo bright]y in Godsþ, 
* Church,thar he diſperſed and ſtrangely drove 
away the darkneſs and miſt of Popery. Ga- 
teacius was once content at Ceſarta his mo- 
tion to be drawn to hear Peter Martyrs Ser- 
mon ; yet not ſq much for any deſire he had 
to learn, as moved and tickled with a curious 
humonr to hear ſo famous a man as thenhy 
Aartyr was accounted. Ar that time Peterfhi 
Martyr was in hand with Pasls firit Epiſtle 
> 70 the Corinthians, and as he was ſhewin 
-,» the weakneſs and deceitfulneſs of the judg- 
. ment of mans reaſon in ſpiritual things, asF 
 Ikewiſe the power and efficacy of the word
